Scottish Patients at Risk of Readmission and 
Admission 


Predicts an individual's risk of being admitted to 
hospital as an emergency inpatient within the next year 





* Can help health care professionals to 
prioritise patients with complex care needs 
who are likely to benefit most from 
anticipatory health care. 

e Used to plan services by locating groups 
of patients who would benefit from 
specific interventions or services. 
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Patients with a high risk of re-admission 


Patients with a Risk Score >=40% per 1000 population (July 2013)

Hospital Standardised Mortality Ratios 


Adjust death data to take account of risk factors, 
e.g. age, diagnosis etc 





* Compare predicted number of deaths with 
actual numbers. 


* Look for: 
— Higher than average 
— Increasing over time 


* Used by hospitals, NHS Boards, Health 
Improvement Scotland and Scottish 
Government.
